The  tables  in  this  report  were  compiled  from  notices  of  arrival 
of  fruits  and  vegetables  filed  at  the  port  of  first  arrival,  during  the 
year  ended  June  30,  1938,  under  provisions  of  v^uarantines  Nos.  56  and 
28  and  the  Potato  Regulations  Administered  by  the  Bureau  of  Entomology 
and  Plant  quarantine  governing  the  importation  of  potatoes  into  the 
United  States.     Imports  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  from  all  foreign 
countries  except  Canada  pre  included  in  the  tabulations. 

These  tables  have  been  published  in  the  form  given  here  beginning 
with  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1925.     The  first  four  years  they 
v^ere  a  part  of  the  annual  reports  of  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board; 
from.  1929  to  1932  they  ivere  published  in  the  annual  reports  of  the 
Plant  Q,uarantine  and  Control  ^dmiinistration ;  in  the  next  tvro  years 
they  appeared  in  the  annual  reports  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  ^^^uarantine ; 
and  in  1935  and  1936  they  were  printed  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  'quarantine. 

Since  these  tables  include  the  imports  of  all  fresh  fruits 
and  vegetcbles,  except  those  from  Cc-nada,  they  contain  import  informa- 
tion on  many  items  which  is  not  avail£ible  elsewhere.
